MINUTES OF THE MEETING OF THE 


COMMITTEE ON WORKS OF ART AND THE ART SCHOOL 


December 6, 1965 


A meeting of the Committee on Works of Art and the Art School was 
held at the Gallery at 10:30. The meeting was called to order by Mr. Finley, 
the other members present being Messrs. Hamilton, Wilson, Glover and Gray. 
The Secretary, Assistant Secretary, Curator and Curator of Education were 
also present. 


After considerable discussion as to the best procedure to follow in 
effecting the acquisition of the paintings approved in principle for pur¬ 
chase at the preceding meeting of this Committee, it was decided that our 
efforts be concentrated on the acquisition of the Feke and Dunlap. To sup¬ 
plement the $15,000 available in the Purchase of Works of Art Fund, authori¬ 
zation was given the Director and Staff to dispose of certain items in the 
collection listed below and the following resolutions were accordingly adopted: 

RESOLVED : That the Director and Staff be and are hereby authorized, 
subject to the prior approval of the Chairman of the Committee on Works of 
Art and the President, to dispose of the large landscape painting by Corot 
entitled The Wood Gatherers (86.1) and Daubigny painting entitled Hamlet on 
the Seine near Vernon (89.7) the proceeds from which will be used First to 
purchase the painting by Feke and any balance will be applied towards the 
acquisition of the painting by Dunlap. 


RESOLVED : That the Director and Staff be and are hereby authorized 
to sell the following six tapestries for the sum of $5,000 the proceeds to 
be applied to the acquisition of the painting by Feke:

Gentlemen: 

As Treasurer of The Corcoran Gallery of Art, I have filed a detailed report 
with the Director, covering the financial transactions for the calendar year 1965. 

I wish to point out certain highlights of my report: 


On December 31, 1965, the book value of the investments of The Gallery 
aggregated $3,015,971.16, an increase of $127,113.14 during the year. It will be 
of interest to the Board, that in the latter part of November the securities were 
valued at their market prices and showed a market value of just over $4,000,000.00 
Income from investments amounted to $166,914.18, an increase of $10,200.39 for the 
year, with a yield of 5.44% on book value. At the end of the year, cash available 
for expenses amounted to $94,235.58. 


During the calendar year 1965 there have been increases in the Endowment

The slight decrease in gross income at the Sales Desk can be attri¬ 
buted to the fact that in 1964 we had a major exhibition: C ontemporary 
Japanese Painting which attracted large crowdg whereas our major 
international exhibition for the 1965-66 season did not open until 
January 1966. 

3. SALES FROM CONTEMPORARY EXHIBITIONS 

In the Washington Artists Series, Jack Dayis ' exhibition did not produce 
any sales. There were two sales from the Alfred McAdams exhibition for 
a total of $650.00 and three sales from the Pedro A, SanJuan show total¬ 
ing $75.00. 26 works were sold in the 17th Area Exhibition for a 

total of $2,071.05. 

4. PUBL1CITY 

Major exhibitions such as the Romare Bearden Exhibition and the 17th 
Area Exhib i t i on received maximum publicity in all three local papers. 

The Bearden exhibition was favorably reviewed in the Daily News on 
October I and in the Sunday Star on October 3rd. The latter also 
carried an interview with the artist. 


From the time the works for the 17th Area Exhibition were received at 
the Gallery, through the jurying process and before and after the 
opening, there was almost continuous coverage by the press and tele¬ 
vision. 


Exhibitions in the Washington Artists Series were reviewed by the 
local art press with special coverage given to the works of Pedro 
A, Sanjuan . A color story on the artist appeared in the Washington 
Post on December 13th and illustrated feature stories in the Sunday 
Star on December 12th as well as in the Daily News Record ( a Fair- 
child Publication) on January 5th. 

Two concerts had the most favorable response from reviewers. They 
were the Edmond Rosenfield piano recital on October 4th and the 
Netherlands Chamber Orchestra on October 8th. 


























The Fall opening of the Art Rental Gallery was covered by an 
i I lustrated feature in the October 24th issue of the Washington 
Post a nd a three page color story in the Sunday Magazine of the 
December 5th issue of the Star.

DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION QUARTERLY REPORT 


Curator 

Corcoran Gallery of Art 
Washington, D.C. 


The Curator of Education herewith submits the following 
report covering the period October 1st - December 31st. 

I. Docent Program 

The Washington Service Guild has expressed an interest 
in the Corcoran’s education program and presently is consider¬ 
ing offering us a limited number of volunteer docents. Con¬ 
sequently, this department is surveying the current 30 vol¬ 
unteer docents via a questionnaire to see how much additional 
time they might devote to the educational program. It is the 
Curator’s belief that more docent hours are needed to further 
promote and expand our program of school and public tours. 

Once our docents have responded to the questionnaire, efforts 
will be made to reorganize the tasks and assignment of tasks 
to better suit our needs. 

II. Tour Statistics 

We have given a total number of 121 tours (3380 people) 
from October 5th to December 17th, 1965. This is slightly 
less than the number for the same period last year, 127 tours 
(3418 people). Our school program, however, is already fill¬ 
ing up at such a fast rate for 1966 that we expect to exceed 
last year’s figure for the next quarter. 

III. Junior Museum 

The Committee on Works of Art has approved of the project 
for a Junior Museum to be established in Gallery 50 with the 
stipulation that the initial and operational cost for the 
first year, of $1,000.00, be provided by the Women’s Committee. 
At the January 25th meeting of the Women’s Committee the 
topic will be discussed and hopefully the Junior Museum pro¬ 
gram will be in operation sometime in the spring of 1966. 

The program will represent an invaluable and important stride 
forward in our educational facilities. 
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IV. New Lectures 

It has been the concern of the Department of Education 
to consider new ways of increasing the value and significance 
of the Gallery by expanding the educational program for mem¬ 
bers and the general public. During the month of December, 
a special Sunday lecture on the Christmas story in art was 
given for the membership. While attendance was small, en¬ 
thusiasm has been shown by several complimentary letters. 
Another lecture on the Easter events in art is planned. This 
will be given more publicity and will be open to the general 
public. 

V. Future Projects 

More and different ways of disseminating public infor¬ 
mation regarding art will be investigated in the future. 

Such methods as information sheets on works on display in 
the collection and the improvement of the present lectour 
will be considered. 

It is the Curator’s hope that as soon as stifficient 
volunteer docents are recruited and trained, steps might 
be taken to offer a picture of the week/or month talk, as 
well as, a general tour of the Corcoran.
